“The charities hand out 
food twice a day — a lunch 
and dinner of bread and 
cheese or pasta. 

“The police are always 
raiding The Jungle and 
anywhere else we sleep. 

“They come with torches 
and dogs and sometimes 
tear gas during the 
day and night. 
“My friend 
Mohammed 
Raza still 
has the 

bite 
marks 
on his 


leg where he was attacked 
by one of the police dogs. 

“They destroy our 
camps, arrest and finger- 
print us and send us to a 
deportation centre in 
Paris but refuse to give us 
papers or anywhere to live. 

“They release us and tell 
us to leave their country 
but we always come back 
here, to Calais.

“There is nothing for us 
in France. We live for the 
day when we can sneak on 
to a lorry and make it to 
the UK -in the UK they are 
nice to refugees.”

In September, he disrupted a 
meeting chaired by Home Secretary 
Dr John Reid. 

Izzadeen, who has described the 
7/7 suicide bombers as “completely 
praiseworthy”, publicly branded Dr 
Reid an “enemy” of Islam. 

And now the cleric, formerly 
known as Trevor Brooks, is being 
backed to take over Bakri’s role as 
the country’s leading radical. 

Last month, Izzadeen led a demon- 
stration outside the Old Bailey 
against the trial of men charged 


over protests against cartoons of the 
prophet Mohammed. 

Anjem Choudray, Bakri’s former 
spokesman, said Izzadeen was a key 
figure in the protests against the 
Government’s treatment of Muslims. 


Character 


He told the Daily Star Sunday 
exclusively: “Abu Izzadeen is some- 
one who has the character to under- 
stand the relationship between 
Muslims and non-Muslims.” 

The loss of Bakri - in exile in 


Lebanon after being booted out of 
the UK last year — left a power vac- 
uum Izzadeen, 30, hopes to fill. 

An extremist source told us: 
“Izzadeen is being groomed as 
a possible successor. Everyone 
was really impressed at the 
way he took on John Reid.” 

Last month we revealed 
Izzadeen kept his wife 
locked up in their East 
London home while 
advertising for three 
more wives on a website.

The Territorial Army soldier lost 
seven pints of blood when his Land 
Rover was destroyed by a huge blast in 
downtown Kabul. 

His parents and fiancée Helen were 
warned he might not survive the night. 

But now the former brewery worker from 
Tiverton, Devon, is studying for a degree 
and hopes to one day help Afghanistan and 
other war-torn countries back to their feet. 

The Royal British Legion — organisers of 
the annual fund-raiser — helped turn 
David’s life around as he fought to over- 
come horrific injuries. 

They paid off thousands of pounds 
in debts run up by the couple as 
David recovered. The help meant 
they could also get their marriage 
plans back on track.
